2 US. Fearing Arab Military Collapse, 
Pushes UN to Use Force to Halt War 


LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y.—A United Nations Security Council that could find no way to halt the 
Palestine fighting while the invading Arabs seemed to be winning acted swiftly this week to end the 
war which now threatened disaster for the invaders. 

The United States, uttering warnings that the military situation was “deteriorating rapidly,” sub- 
mitted to the Council a resolution asking the Council to determine t 


hat the war in Palestine consti- 
tuted a “threat to world peace.” 

Observers noted that the de- 
terioration in Palestine since the 
Arabs violated the truce and re- 
jected UN demands for extension 
of the armistice had occurred only 
in the prospects of the Arabs for 
victory. 

In the week of fighting renewed 
by the Arabs in total defiance of 
the UN and mediator Folke 
Bernadotte, Israeli forces snapped 
off one Arab key point after an- 
other. 


Western Powers Move 

Faced by the possible collapse 

of the rickety Arab governments, 
the western powers dallied no 
longer. The Arab governments 
were caught in the trap of their 
own greed, observers said, and 
dared not stop fighting for fear 
of repercussions from populations 
who had been promised plenty of 
Israel loot. 

Only the United Nations could 
save them from overwhelming 
defeat and the UN apparently 
was ready to do so and thus 
prevent political eruptions in 
the. Arab states which would 
have incalculable consequences 
for Anglo-American strategy 
in the Middle East. 


Bernadotte flew to Lake Sue 
cess to present a report asking 
for a UN order to both sides to 
stop fighting immediately, a 
cease fire for indefinite duration. 


Military Sanctions Likely 

The U. S. resolution provided 
that failure of any governments 
to comply would demonstrate the 
existence of a breach of the peace 
requiring immediate considera- 
tion by the Security Council, 
“with a view to further action 
under Chapter seven of the Char- 
ter.” 

Chapter seven provides for 
economic and military sactions 
leading up to a blockade against 
the aggressor and armed inter 
vention, which also was urged 
by Bernadotte. 


Great Britain, which has con- 
sistently backed the Arabs in the 
Security Council and used al) the 
machinery of the UN. to prevent 
action in the hope that the Arabs 
would “teach the Jews a lesson.”

The performance, set for June 26, was cancelled 
because of Zionist pressure following publication of 
a story in The Post outlining the link between the 
play and the American League for a Free Palestine,

The local sponsor was the Ohio Medical Supply 
Committee for Palestine, whose president, Dr. B. 
W. Abramson, a registered member of the Zionist 
Organization of America, protested to The Post 
that the Committee was not a Bergsonite group and 
threatened to sue The Post if the statement was 
hot withdrawn 

Subsequently, the Committee was dissolved and its

Investigation by The Post disclosed that despite 
Dr. Abramson’s protests to The Post, the committee 
had been organized by Goorey, who is a member of 
the American League for a Free Palestine. 

Goorey said Abramson was picked out as a “lead- 
ing citizen” to head the group and the extent of 
his activity for the medical supply committee was 
the use of his name. 


When Goorey was asked whether the committee 
was pro-Bergsonite, he replied, “How can we be, our 
chairman is a registered Zionist.” 


Goorey said that shortly after sale of tickets for 
the play started, he talked to rabbis in Columbus 
and they approved the presentation of the play in 
the light that the medical supplies would go to the 





It could not be learned whether Goorey won that 

support before Rabbi Abba Hillel Silver and the 

provisional Government of Israel issued a world- 

wide appeal against any help to the Irgun, warning 

that such activities were a “common fraud.” 

Goorey said he approached Harry Schwartz, presi- 
dent of the Columbus Zionist Organization and asked 
for aid and approval. He said that Schwartz felt that 
the committee was too small to put the play over 
and that in general the committee was insufficiently 
organized to handle the sponsorship. 


Schwartz then set up a committee to investigate 
the political affiliation of the medical group and 


- Robert Mellman, committee chairman, said no evi- 


dence of political affiliation was discovered. But the 
Zionists asked the rabbis to announce that the ZOA 
did not approve the play.

Revolutionary Approach To Teaching Hebrew 


Tested; Sponsors Claim Quick, Easy Learning ; 


National Jewish Post 


INCINNATI, O.—A revolutionary new pro- 
gram which may make it possible for anyone 


to learn to understand Hebrew after a com- 
paratively few lessons has been developed by 
Dr. Abraham Franzblau of Hebrew Union Col- 


lege. 


The new technique is getting experimental 
tryouts in Hebrew schools in Cincinnati and 
New York under controlled conditions. 

The new approach provides that for some 
time—possibly the first few years of study— 
the pupil does not read the Hebrew words. In 
fact, he never hears Hebrew spoken. The only 
“bond” in the learning process is visual. 
English equivalent of the Hebrew word is 
shown to the pupil side by side with the Hebrew 
word but the Hebrew is not used in any way. 
The pupil reads English direct from Hebrew.

YORK—The American Jewish League Against Commu- 


nism this week vigorously disputed claims of the American Jewish 
Labor Council that it has been responsible for contributions to vari- 


ous Palestine institutions. 


Rabbi Benjamin Schultz, executive director of the League, re- 


peated his charge that money col- 
lected by the Labor Council, 
which has been flatly labeled a 
Communist front group by AFL 
President William Green, on 
street corners and in retail stores, 
are enriching local CP treasuries, 


Schultz told The Post that of- 
ficial spokesmen for the His- 
tadruth, Red Mogen Dovid, Ha- 
ganah and the United Jewish 
Appeal had given him categori- 
eal denials that the Labor Coun- 
cil has contributed any funds* 
to them. 


The Post last week reported a 
JCL, statement claiming that a 
total of $84,000 had been pre- 
sented to these groups and to an 
Association for Popular Culture 
in Tel Aviv. 





“The Red Mogen Dovid’s finan- 
cial records list no contributions 
from an organization called the 
American Jewish Labor Council, 
and it has no record of correspon- 
dence with this group.” Schultz 
said, adding he was quoting from 
notes taken on telephone conver- 
sations with officials of the groups 
mentioned, 

Zalaman Friedman, Red Mo- 
gen Dovid Executive director, in- 
formed the Post that the Labor 
Council had arranged for the 
Teachers Union, also labeled a 
Red front group by Schultz, to 
contribute $6,000 for two ambul- 
ances.

here over the week-end. He stated 
that the “unprecedented needs of 
the current year, when Israel is

BUT 1918 PLATFORM WON'T HELP 


YER Hartman of Tel-Aviv, made a strong impression on the 

many delegates who came to the special session of the Gen. 
eral Zionists at the ZOA Convention in Pittsburgh. The reception 
given to his address indicated that the General Zionists in this coun. 
try are no longer satisfied to act as a mere Ladies Auxiliary tg the 
official leadership of the Labor Zionists in Palestine, as they did for 
years until recently and as the Opposition leaders 
| want them todo again. They believe in doing pro. 
gressive constructive work in Israel on their own 
and on playing their due and proportionate part 
by doing such work. 

Those who seek to turn the tide of events bac. 
wards will not succeed. Ten years ago, when Gen, 
eral Zionism in this country was weak in numbers 
and comparatively inactive, while Labor Zionign 
was relatively the more vigorous movement, the 
situation was different. Today, with 250,000 
bers conscious of belonging to ar organization 
which is militant in the political field and which plays a decisive 
role in world Zionist affairs, it is silly to expect such a body to Accept 
a passive rolein the work of reconstruction. 





An active vigorous body will not abdicate its whole influence to 
the bureaucratic machine of the UJA, as Henry Montor wants (what. 
ever the camouflage of his phraseology). Nor will it continue to 
act as the appendage of Mapai, as the more sincere but out-of-date 
Progressives of the ZOA demand. 


Hete is a new force which will look for an outlet. Those whe 
are genuinely concerned with directing that force into progressiyg 
rather than reactionary channels ought to adopt a more realistie 
view of things and seek more efficacious methods than just invok. 
ing the Pittsburgh Platform. 


THE PITTSBURGH PLATFORM was adopted by Amerivay 
Zionists in 1918 when there were 60,000 Jews in Palestine and Amer. 
ican Zionists expected they would have to provide the blueprint for 
the future Jewish State. At the time the Pittsburgh Platform wag 
adopted many of the ZOA delegates to the Pittsburgh Convention 
of 1948 were busy studying for their maftir or keeping their mothers 
and nurses busy drying their diapers. Nothing which happened be 
tween 1918 and 1948 kept the memory of the Pittsburgh Platform 
alive even as a symbol or a slogan. The Basle Program is known 
even by Zionists who were not born at the time it was adopted in 
1897, Even Joe Greenleaf and Jacques Torczyner know about the Ten 
Commandments, although anybody can tell by looking at them that 
they weren’t around to listen to the Loudspeaker from the Big Hil 
quite some years ago. 


But the Pittsburgh Platform had no such luck as the Basle 
Program or the Ten Commandments, Only old-timers in Ameri 
can Zionism who were old enough and active enough in 1918 te 
be excited over it, have any emotional attitude to it. 


That Zionist prototype of the Roosevelt New Deal was soon 
ditched by its own authors—Brandeis, Kallen and others. The Pitts 
burgh Platform favored a semi-socialist state, Brandeis demanded 
that Palestine be built up almost exclusively by private capital. 
Brandeis lost his fight—but not to the Pittsburgh Platform. He lest 
it to the Keren Hayesod and to European Zionists who had slogans 
of their own. 


They never took the Pittsburgh Platform seriously. They built 
Palestine in the name of the Prophets, of the Mosaic law of sabbatb 
cal year, of Theodore Herzl, Karl Marx, A. D. Gordon—but not ia 
the name of the Pittsburgh Platform. Until 1948, when it was arth 
ficially and unnaturally revived at the ZOA Convention, the Pitts 
burgh Platform was as dead and dormant as a dodo, 


WELL, THE PROGRESSIVE Zionists produced the skeleton 
from their dusty cupboard and the Pittsburgh Platfogm was re 
affirmed. So what? Today there are not 60,000, but way over 600,00) 
(some say nearly a full million) of Jews in Palestine. Today the 
Jews there have their own state and American Zionists are not 
called upon to provide any blueprints for that state. Suppose, the 
Socialist Finance Minister of Israel, Eliezer Kaplan, decides to hand 
over public utilities to private companies and gets the consent of the 
Cabinet and the Government Council. That would be contrary to the 
Pittsburgh Platform, but what can the ZOA do about it? 


Will the Opposition, which proclaims the sacred principle of 
non-interference in Israel, condemn Kaplan? Will it blame 
Daniel Frisch for what Kaplan has done? Then what good is 
the resolution? 


The liberal principles embodied in the Pittsburgh Platform might 
be applied today in a different way. The ZOA cannot legislate for 
Israel, but it is likely to invest money in building houses in Isra¢l 
A resolution binding it to build houses for the poor, enabling them 
to acquire property in their homes at reasonable terms and er 
joining the ZOA from permitting its house-building activities 0 
foster speculation in land and the concentration of large estates iD 
private hands—well, that would make sense. One could, if one took 
the trouble to study the situation and to think things through, daw 
up a number of such resolutions and recommendations for the ZOA 
to direct its future activities in Israel into liberal and progressive 
channels,

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NEW YORK—The contributions of Jewish eon- 
verts to Catholicism are impressive and the proper 
Catholic attitude toward such converts “can only 
be that there are too few of them,” says a Catholic 
writer. 

In a brief survey of the history of such conver- 
sions during the past 100 years, Erik C. Kuehnelt- 
Leddin thus sums up some Catholic thought on the 
issue in “Do Jews Make Good Catholics?” in the 
Catholic World for December, 1946. 

The suspicion of many Jewish foes of conversion 
that once a Jew, always a Jew is verified by 
Kuehelt-Leddin, who reports that “there is one 
striking trait which one encounters with almost all 
Jewish Catholic converts; they are fully Catholics 
but they still want to be identified with the People 
of our Lord.” 

Kuehnelt-Leddin does not discuss what happens 
to such other phases of Jewishness as nationalism 
in the convert; his essay deals only with religion and 
he notes that the idea of preserving Jewish culture 
@meaning religious customs) within Catholicism has 
been advanced repeatedly. 

“A Jewish convert from Berlin proposed that 
Jews joining the Church should embrace the Syrian 
rite which employs a language at the Mass similar 
to Hebrew,” he writes. “A Catholic priest in Vilno 
had the congregation respond in Yiddish at Mass 


Kuehnelt-Leddin sees Jewish converts, who “are 
far above the average in devotion, intellect and m 
ergy,” im a role which perhaps has not occurred to 
most of them themselves. 

“Due to their energy, their endurance, intelli- 
gence and enthusiasm, the Catholic Jews are quali- 
fied to become the shock troops in our efforts to ex- 
tend the Mystical Body, to make Catholicism 
Catholic,” he suggests. 

But he also concedes that the time when all Jews 
will accept Christ and baptism “is probably still far 
away” and that “an inventory of endeavors” by the 
Catholic Church in that direction discloses a record 
that “is not impressive.” 

Kuehnelt-Leddin approves the reluctance of con- 
verts te drop their Judiasm entirely, arguing that 
“it is very important that converted Jews retain 
their contacts with the Jewish world so as to act 
as a bridge between the Chureh and Israel.” The 
reference was to Judaism, not of course to the 
Jewish state. 

Rumning over the record in Europe, he notes that 
among contemporary priests of Jewish birth and 
breeding there is Father Alexander Silk, one “of the 
most gifted poets of the younger generation.” There 
are also lay conversions, including Aurel Kolnai, au- 
thor of the famous “War Against the West.”

A FORBES REJECTED BY COURT

SALEM, Mass.—Judge John V. Phelan of Essex Probate Court 
ruled this week that Eliot Joshua Friedman of Marblehead and 
his family may not change their name to Forbes. 

In announcing his decision, Judge Phelan merely ruled against 
the Friedman petition, a victory for the Forbes family, which 


is widely settled im this area. 

The Friedmans, Eliot, his wife

Friedman, a builder and attor- 
ney, has a winter home in Mar- 
blehead, where many socially 
prominent families have their 
residences. He is president of 
the Boston Junior Chamber of 
Commerce and national director 
of the United States Chamber of 
Commerce. 
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ST. JOSEPH, Mo.—A St. Josph rabbi pro- 
posed this week to meet the problem of the 
steady drift of U. S. Jewry away from Judaism 
by application of a simple technique used by 
every organized group “except organized Jew- 
ish religion.”

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Dutch Decency Means New Life For 500 DP Child Orphans 


AMSTERDAM, Holland—Jews will forever re- 
member the staunch resistance put up by the Hol- 
Janders to Nazi efforts to do to Dutch Jews what they 
had done to German Jews, That magnificent record 
of humanity is further enriched by the story of the 
village in the forest. 

Deep in the woods near an old Dutch town, 500 
Jewish orphans, pathetic survivors of the Nazi storm 
over Europe, live in happy freedom in a model com- 
munity, the Illaniah (Hebrew for forest) as they wait 
for their turn to go to Israel. 


They are guests of the Netherlands government 
whieh offered the haven so that a few of the sur- 
vivors could know something beside the terrors 
of Hitler’s era and the hopelessness of DP camp 
life, 

The good-hearted residents of nearby Apeldoorn 
are as genuinely sympathetic as their government. 
The night the little orphans arrived, sirens of police 
ears and fire engines of Apeldoorn welcomed them. 
They unloaded gifts of blankets, chocolates and Dutch 
delicacies. Behind the cars and fire engines was a 
long procession of wooden-shoed Dutch housewives 
bearing baskets of gifts for the wide-eyed children. 


It was a new experience for the orphans to be 
welcome anywhere. Sitting on the edges of their cots 
they munched the sandwiches brought by their new 
friends and solemnly told each other, “It is good

To the second part, add % cup parsley, chopped 
fine, 1 teaspoon onion juice, and 1 teaspoon lemon juice. To the 
third part, add % cup pimento, chopped fine.

STUFFED SANDWICH LOAF 


Slice one end off a crisp, narrow French loaf, and scoop out the 
inside with a loing knife, leaving the crust intact. Stuff the loaf 
firmly with any sandwich mixture desired. Wrap loaf in waxed pa- 
per, and chill in refrigerator for several hours. Slice in the kit- 
chen or at the table.

“When the children’ hear the 
Jewish fighting, their only react- 
ion is to ask whether the Hagan- 
ah has licked the Arabs,” accord- 
ing to Sophie Diamont, an offiicial 
at the Bessie Gotsfield Children’s 
Village and Farm School at 
Raanana.

Came to Palestine in 1934 

A member of the first Youth 
Aliyah contingent to leave Ger- 
many after Hitler’s rise to pow- 
er, Miss Diamont came to Pales- 
tine in 1934 and became a teach- 
er of home economics at Beth 
Zeiroth. Later she was named 

director of housekeeping activi- 
ties at the Children’s Village. 

She said that the long-awaited 
influx of Jewish orphans from 
Cyprus and the European DP 
camps has started and created a 
huge challenge for child care 
facilities in Israel. 

Recalling that on her last 
day in Tel Aviv, there had been 
17 Arab air raids, she said that 
child-care work which would 
be difficult enough under nor- 
mal conditions is a tremendous 
undertaking under war condi- 
tions. 

“Things are hard,” she said. 
“Many are being killed but cour- 

age runs high.Women and child- 
ren are being evacuated but 
there is no crying and no dis- 
pair. The important thing to the 
mothers was that their children 
were Safe.”

NEW YORK—The huge and in- 
ternationally-known Mt. Sinai 
hospital was the latest Jewish 
hospital to report a heavy oper 
ating deficit this week.

British - Abdullah

the rest of this year. 





The story said that England 
sought to keep the arrangements 
a secret and “avoid publicity 
which might be used as further 
material by American critics of 
our Middle East policy. 


The revelation immediately” 
raised the clear-cut issue of 
where the dollars would come 
from in view of British depend.

American loan and then on the 
Marshall plan. 


British spokesmen denied that 
the effect of the deal with Abdull- 
ah was to put England in the posi- 
tion of withdrawing its subsidy 
on the one hand in pounds, while 
financing Abdullah’s agression 
against Israel with U.S. dollars, on 
the other, 

Britain Helping Iraq 

The same report also disclosed 
that Great Britain has been help- 
ing the stumbling economy of 
Iraq, one of the most brazen of 
the Arab attackers in Palestine, 

As Nathan Ziprin, of World 
Wide News Service observed, “all 
this adds up to one thing: Arab 
economy cannot bear the strain 
of war but Great Britain, so gen- 
erous a recipient of American 
money, is determined to come to 
the economic rescue of the Arabs 
so that they can wage war against 
Israel in defiance of the United 
Nations.” 





Anii-Zionist Trends 
Loom In Rumania 


BUCHAREST,—(JTA) — Anti- 
Zionist trends have recently come 
to the surface in two popular Ru- 
manian political parties with a 
large membership among the 
Jewish population. 

At the latest meeing of the cen- 
tral committee of the National 
Popular Party Dr. Constantin ‘Di- 
mitrui, secretary-general of the 
party, warned the Jewish mem- 
bers “not to fall for propaganda 
which is attempting to appeal to 
their nationalist feelings for a 
noisy recrudescense of Zionism.” 

Dr. Dimitriu added that the only 
solution for the Jews of Rumania 
lies in cooperating with the en- 
tire working class of the country. 
This statement followed a resolu- 
tion adopted by the Rumanian 
Workers Party which committed 
party members to “fighting ener- 
getically the nationalist-reaction- 
ary tendency among the Jewish 
population.”

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Returning Control To The Communities 


a Post is glad to report a development 
along the lines of bringing some order out 
of the confusion among the national Jewish 
organizations. 

About a month ago a group of representa- 
tives of Jewish welfare funds met in New York 
city at the invitation of the Baltimore Jewish 
Welfare Fund. It seems that these Jewish com- 
munities wanted to be consulted before any 
national organization decided on its program 
and budget for the succeeding year. In other 
words the local communities want to discuss 
projects and plans and budgets, before these 
things are presented as a fait accompli and a 
bill sent along. This is all to the good. It will 
give control back to the local communities, 
which is exactly where it belongs. 

The national agencies who were heard by 
these groups of nine large cities were the 
American Jewish Committee, the Anti-Defama- 
tion League of the B’nai B’rith, the American 
Jewish Congress, the Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency, the National Jewish Welfare Board and 
the Jewish Labor Committee. 

There was one recommendation made that is 
of prime significance. The ADL and the Amer- 
ican Jewish Committee have been fighting 
against the demand of the local communities 
that there should be allocation of function by 


the civic defense agencies. For instance if the 
ADL has proved to have the best fact finding 
set-up, then its facilities should be used in that 
direction, If the American Jewish Congress hag 
the best law division, then, when a case comes 
up in which the NCRAC decides that action 
should be taken to the courts, the Congress 
should handle that, and so on. The alternative 
is for each agency to set up its own division 
of fact finding, or law, etc. 

At the last session of the National Commu. 
nity Relations Advisory Council this point wag 
one of the important issues discussed, with no 
decision being made. But the welfare funds 
minced no words, They want allocation of 
function. Of course to the laymen, allocation of 
function is an obvious economy both in skill 
and finances, but because of the competition 
between the ADL and the American Jewish 
Committee and the American Jewish Congress, 
with the latter for allocation of function, the 
NCRAC was able to do nothing about the prob. 
lem. 

If anyone argues fhat these welfare funds 
are attempting to impose national budgeting, 
then let them argue. The name of the effort 
isn’t important. What is important, is this evi. 
dence of a growing return of control from the 
national agencies to the local communities, 


Rabbi Cittelsohn Again 


ABBI Roland P. Gittelsohn, who firmly 
established his reputation for his remark- 
able address delivered on Iwo Jima, which is 
now a part of the tradition of World War II, 
had some straight-forward advice to give to 
the synagogue at the recent Institute on Ju- 
daism and Civil Rights sponsored by the Com- 
mission on Justice and Peace of the Central 
Conference of American Rabbis. 

“We who are directly concerned with organ- 
ized Jewish religion are in grave danger of 
losing our status by default, For too long we 
and our synagogues have abdicated dynamic 
social leadership to Jews who are primarily 
Communists or Jews who are first of all So- 
eialists or Jews who are essentially New 
Dealers. The time has come for leadership 
to be assumed by Jews who are primarily Jews; 
by Jews who derive their impetus and inspira- 
tion for social action from the tradition of our 
Torah, from the prophetic ideals of our faith! 

“I am personally familiar with one Ameri- 
can community, for example, in which the civil 
rights of Negroes are in special jeopardy. In 
that community there are several Jewish con- 
gregations of major importance, several rabbis 
of considerable consequence. It is gratifying 
to report that individual Jews have played 
a wy substantial role in every organized ef: 
fort thus far to achieve something like justice 
for that community’s Negroes, But the unpleas- 


antly discouraging truth is this: not a single 
rabbi has yet distinguished himself in the good 
fight, nor has any inspiration or assistance to 
speak of come from the synagogues. The out- 
standing Jewish leadership on behalf of civil 
rights is that of the local Jewish Welfare 
Board director, whose driving force is largely 
secular and political. And those other individ. 
ual Jews who are working with him have also 
derived their inspiration almost entirely frem 
sources other than the synagogue. 

“This specific situation differs in degree~— 
but in degree only—from that to be found else. 
where. Too often, in too many communities, 
our young Jews of greatest intelligence and 
deepest social consciousness are the very ones 
who have the least patience with the synago- 
gue, The fault is far from theirs alone. We 
have been guilty in the synagogue. And we 
need now to embark upon a bold, aggressive, 
courageous program of social action, especially 
in the direction of civil rights, not only in or- 
der to build a world worthy of man and his 
high destiny, but also from the selfish point 
of view of preserving the synagogue as an in- 
stitution. In short, either our congregations 
will justify themselves by playing a vital, func- 
tioning role in achieving this worldly salvation 
for their people, or those people in turn will 
come to have less and less use for their con- 
gregations.” 


The Bowler’s Prayer

composed by Rabbi Herschel Levin of 
Temple Emanuel for a banquet of the B'nai 
B'rith Bowling League of his city, Lawrence, 
Mass. 

And here’s what Rabbi Levin says about his 
prayer: 

“TI realize that it is trite in many respects— 
but I have endeavored to get a religious les- 
son out of a bowling league. This prayer I 
believe is unusual, but may help in relating 
our ethical ideals more and more to our com- 
pletely secular daily activities.” 

And here is the prayer: 

“The prayer that everyone prays best is one 
which comes from his own heart and mind, 
out of the crucible of his own experiences. 
When these experiences are sad, the prayer ex- 
presses the hope for happiness; after a victory, 
the truly humble and God-fearing man prays 
for universal victories, that all may share his 
joy. 

“Oh Universal Father, we pray to Thee, on 
this occasion, not only as Americans and as 
Jews, not only as human beings, created by 
Thee in Thine own image, but also as mem- 
bers of a happy team, who have shared vic- 
tories and defeats. 

“Help us, O God, to be good sports im the 
Game of Life, whether we make a mark, or 
have to put a circle around a low score. Keep 
our aim straight, especially when it means vic- 


tory for our team, Even though we know that 
we cannot always be high man, help us keep

“When the scattered, unyielding pins of evil 
circumstance, left standing by a -bad break, 
stun us, may we through faith in the essential 
goodness of life, slide them over and down 
with the next ball. Let us realize that we can- 
not always make a clean sweep, even with our 
best efforts; but when we do.get a “strike,” 
teach us always to “spare” some of the re- 
wards for our fellowmen. No matter how 
many pins we succeed in knocking down, let 
us never look down on the fellow who cannot 
keep the ball on the alley.

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POST FAILED READERS, HELPED 
BIGOTRY WITH SCHULTZ EDITORIAL 


Editor, National Jewish Post: 

TI have before me the June 11th, 
4948 issue of the National Jewish 
post. I read your editorial con- 
cerning the American Jewish 
League Against Communism. 
That is, was it an_ editorial 
against the American Jewish 
League Against Communism or, 
was it an attack on Rabbi Ben- 
jamin Schultz (whose articles or- 
iginally attracted me to your pa- 

), or an attack on the Catholic 
War Veterans? 

First, let me say this: I am not 
a member of an_ organization 
called the American Jewish 
League Against Communism, I 
am an American-born Jew, a vet- 
eran of World War II who has 
won a reputation for fighting 
poth Fascism and Communism, 
because I hate dictatorships. I 
hate tyranny, I hate collabora- 
tors with either. 

Secondly: When Father Charles 
E, Coughlin ran rampant through 
the airwaves and the philosophy 
he espoused was translated into 
blood on the street corners of 
this nation, my voice was among 
the multitude raised against 
him. Yet, while I deplore the 
fact that on many occasions the 
Catholic Church has forbidden its 
priests and hierarchy to take part 
in interracial activities, I am not 
yet prepared to attack those of 
the Catholic faith who fought 
with me in World War I. You 
should be fully lashed by public 
opinion for creating a bitter at- 
mosphere between the Catholics 
and Jews, 

Thirdly: Communism is as im- 
portant among U. S. Jewry as it 
is among non-Jews. Tyrannies al- 
ways are; those who espouse the 
eause of those tyrannies must 
be exposed and appropriately la- 
belled for what they are. If that 
is Rabbi Schultz’ “crime,” then I 
too am such a “criminal.” For 
being such a “criminal” while I 
was a staff member of the Amer- 
jean Jewish Congress (this is 
true especially after my return 
to my position after World War 
II service was accomplished), I 
was in constant friction with 
those who felt that Communism 
was not too great a danger 
among U. S. Jewry. It motivated 
my resignation. 

Fourthly: Hitler wrote “Mein 
Kampf,” in which he placed the 
Nazi blueprint before the world. 
Not § monumental a work, but 


just as brazen is a pamphlet 
published by the Communist Par- 
ty on March, 1948, entitled, “To 
Secure Jewish Rights—the Com- 
munist , Position” ky Alexander 
Bittelman, member of the Na- 
tional Committee of the C. P. U. 
S. A., the General Secretary of 
the Morning Freiheit Association 
and a member of the National 
Jewish Commission of the Com- 
munist Party. It (the pamphlet) 
is an attack on Zionism. But it 
also has this to say about Com- 
munist “infiltration” which you 
in your midwestern ivory tower 
are prepared to overlook, disbe- 
lieve and to generally pooh-pooh 
(just as your milwestern crony, 
The Chicago Tribune, pooh-pooh- 
ed Naziism as a threat to civi- 


(I want to add that this is not 
taken out of context) 


“The influence of Communist 
policies in the American Jewish 
national group is undoubtedly in- 
creasing. Communists in trade 
unions, fraternal organizations, 
landsmanschaften, cultural move- 
ments, children’s education, wom- 
en’s organizationis, communities 
and in some measure also among 
the youth and veterans are help- 
ing to shape and influence the 
struggle for Jewish rights. We 
are very much aware that our 
work among the youth anl vet- 
erans is still only in its begin- 
nings and that serious measures 
will have to be'¢aken to overcome 
these inadequacies. We are equal- 
ly aware of the fact that our in- 
fluence in American Jewish life 
has grown very unevenly and 
that it has not been accompanied 
by a commensurate increase in 
our organized independent 
strength among themasses. The 
participation. of the Left-wing 
forces, including Communists, 
in the work of the American Jew- 
ish Congress and in the Ameri- 
ean Jewish Conference is of con- 
siderable importance (Emphasis 
mine—WLK) Its significance up 
to now lies more in the opportu- 
nities opened than in political in- 
fluence actually attained. Our 
opportunities are, however, un- 
questionably growing and our 
work has already contributed to- 
ward the potentialities for Com- 
munist influence and leadership 
in therAmerican Jewish national 
group.”

ANGLO-JEWISH EDITOR BLISTERS 
COUNCIL FOR LETTER TO N. C. DAILY 


Elitor, National Jewish Post: 

Elmer Berger, executive di- 
rector of the American Council 
for Judaism, wrote a long letter 
to the Open Forum (June 15) of 
The Charlotte Observer, the lead- 
ing daily newspaper in the Caro- 
linas. The letter has not been 
answered, but we feel sure that 
Mr. Berger has not adversely 
affected the results of the many 
years of arduous work we Zion- 
ists have done among our 
Scotch-Presbyterian neighbors in 
Charlotte. 

One would ask, “what does El- 
mer Berger want in Charlotte, N. 
C.?” None of us could answer the 
question adequately. We have a 
closely-knit community of some 
214 families. Our paid-up mem- 
bership in the Zionist Organiza- 
tion of America is 198—the few 
missing Jews being a few travel- 
ing salesmen, who can not at- 
tend regular meetings. 

So, who would Elmer Berger 
want in The Charotte Observer? 
No one knows. The letter was 
800 words long, and it was a good 
letter—a good letter from the 
standpoint of The Charlotte Ob- 
server, which has been consistent- 
ly anti-Zionist. Some of us “old- 
timers” in Charlotte have been 
able to temper the Observer’s an- 
ti-Zionist attitude somewhat in 
recent months. For example, they 
gave the writer three full col- 
umns on their editorial page for 
a signed article on ‘“‘The Case for 
Zionism.” 


Elmer Berger’s letter was to 
the effect that we are “Ameri- 
cans of the Jewish Faith” and 
not “a nation,’ or “an ethnic 
group, bound together by a com- 
mon heritage and destiny.” Mr. 


Berger urged the paper to re- 
frain from using the term 
“Jews,” when referring to the 


struggle in the Holy Land. He 
suggested that they, henceforth, 
use the term ‘Zionists.” 
When, and if, the newspapers

Elmer Berger is biting on gran- 
ite when he believes he will 
change this attitude of the Gen- 
tile world.

Mizrachi Says No 
To ZOA Merger Idea

NEW YORK—tThe first reply 
from any Zionist organization to 
proposals at the 51st ZOA annual 
convention for a merger of all 
Zionist parties in the U.S. was a 
thundering “NO!” this week 
from Mizrachi, the religious Zion- 
ists. 

Prior to his departure for the 
World Zionist Actions Confer- 
ence in Tel Aviv, which opens 
July 18, Leon Gellman, national 
president of Mizmachi, dismissed 
the suggestion from ZOA presi- 
dent Emanuel Neumann as ab- 
surd. 

Gellman sharply criticized Dr. 
Neumann’s statement that “the 
time has come for all parties to 
sink their ideological differences 
which have lost so much of their 
former validity and to coalesce 
into one united Zionist organiza- 
tion.” 

The Mizrachi chieftain said that 
the issue of reorientation, which 
received so much consideration at 
the ZOA convention (NJP July 9) 
does not exist for Mizrachi be- 
cause the “goals of religious-Zion- 
ism have not yet been achieved.” 

He asserted that the Mizrachi 
Zionists have never given up their 
goal of an “Eretz Israel built on 
the rockbed of Torah and Jewish 
tradition” and that it was there- 
fore “absurd for us even to enter- 
tain the notion of disbanding our 
movement to form an amalgam 
with the General Zionists when 
actually our main work is just 
beginning.”

the next 12 months. 


Washington plans were being 
pushed, it was reported, despite 
the fact that the three-man com- 
mission established by the Dis- 
placed Persons Act has not yet 
been named.

ABOUT THE JEWS OF GOSHEN 
AND WHY THEY BECAME SAINTS 


HE elderly gentlemen called 
Ton me with a sheaf of type- 
written manuscript .. . “Call Me 
mr. X,” he said... This manu- 
script looked like many another 
that people bring to me in the 
newspaper Office where I work. 
it was soiled from much handl- 
ing. Yes, gentlemen with manu- 
scripts of their own writing paw 
over them, as beloved babies are 
pawed over, until they get quite 
greasy. Generally I brush them 
off but to this one I couldn’t say 
no. Mr. X had soft eyes with 
wrinkles at their corners, like the 
eyes of a man who knows how 
to laugh. His face was somewhat 
on the round side, and ruddy, as 
at 6 in the morn- Him 





ing. ; 

All this sug-% 
gests that he 
wasn’t just a 
screwball, such 
as are many of 
the gentlemen 
who carry soiled 
manuscripts a- 
round, I opened 
his manuscript and read the title: 
EVERY JEW A SAINT. This 
looked like a crazy idea. Maybe I 
was wrong in thinking he wasn’t 
of the screwball kind of manu- 
script bearer Every Jew a saint! 
He must have detected my doubts. 
Ihave a way of facially indicating 
my psychiatric judgement on a 
crazy idea, 


His eyes twinkled as he said, 
“Maybe you think I’m crazy. But, 
please, just read my story.” I 
read it. It was about a man 
named Zilch. (“Excuse me, Mr. X 
said, “for having borrowed the 
name of your own private char- 
acter. I hope it isn’t copy- 
righted.”) Mr. Zilch was a Jew 
who had come to the idea of con- 
verting all Jews to be saints. Of 
course, Mr. Zilch said, I know it’s 
awfully much to expect every 
member of a group to be a saint. 


HE HAD NOTICED that all 
Christians weren’t saints either. 
In fact, Mr. Zilch at time felt dis- 
tressed to observe how few saints 
there were among them, even af- 
ter the 2000 years of saintly teach- 
ings they had. But, Mr. Zilch ar- 
gued, that sad fact didn’t make 
any difference in the status of 
Christians or Gentiles, if you 
would rather call them that. It 
was generally accepted that if 
one saint could be found among 
a million Gentiles that was 
enough, The whole Gentile popu- 
lation didn’t have to carry the 
sin of one Gentile or even of ten 
thousand Gentiles who got them- 
Selves into the penitentiaries or 
who, if they never got into the

penitentiary, were no good any- 
way. That’s the way it should be, 
Mr. Zilch said. 


With Jews it was different. 
Mr, Zilch abhorred the idea of 
Gentile opinion which made him 
responsible for every no good 
Jew. What caused Mr. Zilch 
to embark on his crusade to con- 
vent every Jew in the town of 
Goshen — that’s where he lived 
— was the melancholy case of a 
Jew in Goshen who had swin- 
dled widows and orphans. 


To be sure Gentiles had swindl- 
ed widows and orphans many 
times before this Jew got started 
on his project. But the blame for 
the skulliduggery of Gentile 
swindlers never had been put on 
all the other Gentiles of Goshen. 
It was an accepted fact in Gos- 
hen that it takes all kinds to make 
a Gentile crowd, and why should 
all the others be made to take 
the blame for one, or even 100,000, 
Gentile swindlers? But in Goshen 
every Jew was made to feel that 
somehow he had to do with the 
swindler’s crime against widows 
and orphans. One night the win- 
dows of every store in Goshen 
were plastered with the word 
“Thief.” 

Then and there Mr. Zilch came 
to the idea that the answer was 
for every Jew in Goshen to be- 
come a Saint. If every Jew was a 
saint they could never blame Jews 
for anything again. Not that Gos- 
hen Jews’ weren’t in the main, 
righteous people, but if they were 
all saints it would follow that 
there never would be another Jew- 
ish sinner whose sin would be 
plastered on all Jews, 


Mr.. Zilch felt he should him- 
self set a saintly example. Mr. 
Zilch went humbly about the mat- 
ter of being a saint. It wasn’t 
too difficult. since he had been a 
gentleman to start with. To be 
a saint was to be willing to suf- 
fer joss for the sake of being just; 
it was to be compassionate even 
with the one who had wronged 
him; it was in loving kindness to 
forgive his neighbors when he 
did him dirt. He did unto his 
neighbors as he would want to be 
done by.

MR. ZILCH WAS a successful 
saint. This is to say he wasn’t 
just a saint living on his own 
saintliness. Seeing how well Mr. 
Zilch was getting along as a saint. 
one after another of the Jews of 
Goshen decided to take up saintli- 
ness on their own account — un- 
til every Goshen Jew was a saint 
like Mr. Zilch. 

Having gone this far through

Science Examines The Jew 





REPORTING ON THE FIRST TRY 


AT MEASURING ANTI-SEMITISM 


By BEN GALLOB 

F ALL the elements of the 

disturbing impact of Jews 
on all climates, all societies and 
all times since the dispersion, 
none has the uniquely pervading 
quality of Anti-Semitism. And 
none provides such fascinating 
glimpses into the structure of 
men’s minds. 

Non-Jews, who have never seen 
a Jew, nevertheless acquire affer- 
tionate attachment to various 
Anti-Semitic shibboleths. That 
such notions, often in the same 
mind, are flatly contradictcry, 
does not disturb the owner; in- 
deed, the contradiction seems to 
reinforce the faith with which the 
contradictions are adhered to. 

Powerful Social Instrument 

The usefulness of this social 
attitude as a weapon in every 
competitive struggle in western 
society has been proven repeat- 
edly. It is an instrument of won- 
derful power to wekd together the 
most impossibly mixed and an- 
tagonistic elements in a popula- 
tion; it is equally effective as a 
weapon to split a united front 
which has stoutly resisted every 
other corrosive. 

As a subject for discussion, 
it is the stock-in-trade of every 
Jewish lecturer uncertain about 
the sort of Jews he will find at 
his next stop; it is just as use- 
ful for the unfrocked clergy- 
man looking around for new 
followers outside the sanctions 
of the church. 

Naturally, this phenomenon has 
received every treatment from 
the scholars, from the Freudian 
to the archaological; every treat- 
ment, except one: 

How to measure its strength 
and roots in the individual in 
such a way that persons can 
be compared with each other 
in the degree of their love or 
hate for it, as a first step 
toward learning scientifically 
and precisely just how bigoted 
any given group or groups in 
our western society may be. 

That attempt has now been 
made and it is the purpose of this 
and subsequent reports in this de- 
partment to outline in some de- 
tail the nature of that attempt. 

In previous reports in this cor- 
ner on social science grapplings 
with Jewish problems, there has 
been no hesitation in offering 
such criticism as seemed proper 
on either- the techniques used or 
the findings, 

But there will be no criticism 
of the work of Daniel J. Levin- 
son and R. Nevitt Sanford, two 
University of California psycholo- 
gists who have constructed and 
given preliminary tests to “A 
Seale for the Measurement of 
Anti-Semitism” (Journal of Psy- 
chology, April, 1944). 

Scale Isn’t Perfect 

This restraint does not arise 
from any feeling that the scale 
is beyond criticism. But this work 
has attracted considerable atten- 
tion from other psychologists and 
this department will later present 
at least one critical report from 
a psychologist and findings by 
other experimenters who have 
used the Levinson-Sanford scale. 

There are certain basic prob- 
lems in any effort to measure 
Anti-Semitism in this fashion and 
the first one presumably woulfl be 
to find out what it is. Obviously 
the ideas held by a well-mannered 
secretary making up a list of ad- 
missions to a major. social event 
from which all Jews are omitted 
are different from those held by 
Heinrich Himmler. The essential- 
ly similar elements in the ideas 
about Jews of these two preju- 
diced characters would be Anti- 
Semitism but just what are those 
elements? 

What Would A Test Show? 

Levinson and Sanford would 


be likely to say that if they could 
have applied their scale to the 
social secretary and to Himmler, 
they would be in a better position 
to answer such questions. So they 
approached that problem indirect- 
ly. They began by setting them- 
selves this task: 

To determine the intensity 
and nature of Anti-Semitism in 
individuals and groups as a ba- 
sis for further study of the 
sources, determinents and cor- 
relates of what they called “a 
social attitude.” 

As their tool for handling that 
problem, they decided to build a 
scale—a list of carefully prepared 
statements designed to reveal cer- 
tain ideas. The questionnaire is 
widely used in social science and 
widely disputed as to effective- 
ness. However, for a_ specific 
purpose, a statistically tested and 
verified scale is a very useful in- 
strument — witness the public 
opinion polls. 

Defining The Problem 

Levinson and Sanford further 
defined their problem as that of 
making a scale on which a score 

would represent “the strength of 
the individual’s explicit or im- 
plicit tendency to accept or reject 
Anti-Semitic statements and ac- 
tions; or the degree of his sup- 
port of, or opposition to, active 
Anti-Semitism.” 

They wanted a scale on which 
a low score would represent not 
merely lack of prejudice but 
OPPOSITION to Anti-Semit- 
ism. This objective was based 
on the belief of the psycholo- 
gists that “Anti-Semitic ideas 
are sufficiently widespread and 
deeprooted in America so that 
almost anyone who has grown 
up in this country can be ex- 
pected to have some attitude 
and some affect (feeling) con- 
cerning the Jews and Jewish- 
Gentile Relations 

From that point of view, a 
test to measure tolerance or lack 
of prejudice would be meaning- 
less. The important goal is to 
concentrate on the search for 
ways of demonstrating attitudes 
for or against Anti-Semitism, not 
néutrality. 


Two Types of Prejudice 
Going a step further, Levinson 
and Sanford drew a line between 
prejudice as a stereotype or set 
of fixed notions, and prejudice as 
a readiness to believe and to act. 
From that angle, lack of preju 
dice would mean lack of a well- 
defined stereotype about the Jew 
and lack of a clear and conscious 
system of beliefs about Jews as 

individuals and as a group. 
The authors’ implicit comment 
on that proposition is: People 
with such lack of ideas aboat 


Jews are a novelty of insufficient | 


numbers to be worth considering 
in the kind of a world we live in. 

The psychologists contend that 
when an individual is actually 
faced with Anti-Semitism (wheth- 
er in a questionnaire or in the 
market-place) his readiness to 
Side with or against “the Jews” 
may be the deciding factor in his 
behavior. As the authors em- 


phasize, in such a case, there can — 


be no neutrality.

Whatever developed from a 
energized by the threat of col 
lapse of shaky Arab governments, 
the sweeping series of Israeli vic- 
tories in less than a week of re- 
newed battle exposed the total in- 
capacity of the Arab invaders to 
stop the surge of Israel] fighters. 
Swift Capture of Lydda 

The Israeli opened their drive 
with a series of short but violent 
night attacks to capture Lydda 
airport, the largest in the Middle 
East, a prize of which they had 
been cheated in the May 15 fight- 
ing by a premature and independ- 
ent assault of the Irgun. 

In the next 48 hours, the Is- 
raeli captured Wilhelma, a 
strongpoint of the Transjordan 
Legion of King Abdullah, then 
encircled the Arab-held towns 
of Lydda and Ramleh. 

Next came the fall of Ramieh, 
key to Arab defenses in central 
Arab Palestine, where the entire 
Arab force surrendered uncondi- 
tionally, and capture of Ras E] 
Ein, the pumping station which 
controls the water supply for the 
100,000 Israeli of new Jerusalem 
Pumping equipment was reported 
intact. 

Shatter Arab Defenses 

The brace of victories in the 
Tel Aviv sector simultaneously 
removed any threat to the Israel 
capital from Arab land forces; 
left the Arabs in control of only 
Latrun on the vital Tel Aviv- 

, Jerusalem highway; and cracked 
the foundations of the Ramallah- 
Jerusalem Arab entrenchment. 

It brought the Israeli closer 
to an open conflict with Abdul- 
lah’s Legion, an_ eventuality 
the Jewish state has sought to 
avoid as long as there was any 
possibility of a peace treaty 
with Abdullah. 

Abdullah was known to have 
favored extension of the truce 
proposed by UN mediator Folke 
Bernadotte but was overruled by 
other members of the Arab Lea- 
gue who feared the Transjordan 
monarch was alrady too strongly 
entrenched in the rich central 
Palestine section. The legion has 
done little fighting since the truce 
expired. 


Palestine.

The Tel Aviv sector was not 
the only one where the Israel 
army had cracked Arab defenses, 

In the north, Israeli troops 


fanned out from Acre toward the 
Lebanese border, making a pene- 
tration in force of the weakest of 
Arab _ attackrs. After heavy 
fighting the Israeli withdrew. 

Heavy Israeli concentrations 

were attacking on the Syrian 

border of Lake Galilee, seeking 
to recapture the settlement of 

Mishmar Har Yayden, which 

Syrian regulars seized in a sur- 

prise attack a few hours after 

the truce began. There were 
unconfirmed reports that Israeli 
troops had invaded Transjor- 
dan in the north in a flank at 
tack on Mishmar Har Yayden. 

Sejera, an Arab strongpoint in 
northern Palestine, was seized in 
the victory surge and the Israeli 
swiftly consolidated that prize 
as they beat off waves of attack- 
ing Arabs. 

Stop Egyptians 

In the south, where the van- 
guard of an- attacking Egyptian 
army had come to a dead stop 
against stonewall resistance, the 
Israeli army seized three Arab 
villages on the main road used 
by the Egyptians. 

Israeli planes joined ground 
forces in the first ground-air co- 
ordination of the fighting and car- 
ried out wide-ranging attacks in 
the fighting sectors. Jewish war- 
planes smashed at Arab concen- 
trations in the Jezreel valley; 
ripped the trapped Egyptians at 
Isdud, below Tel Aviv; and struck 
at counter-attacking Arabs at 
Jenin which had been seized by 
the Israeli in the last days of the 
pre-truce fighting. 

On the debit side, the Israeli 
evacuated Kfar Daron, a Negev 
settlement in Arab territory; lost 
Beit Naballa and Beer Tariv, two 
strategic towns north of Lydda, 
and suffered new air attacks at 
Tel Aviv from Egyptian planes. 

One Egyptian spitfire bombed 
a children’s home in a completely 
residential area, killing two chil- 
dren and wounding 10. 





Mystery Of The Week 





WAS THAT B-17 ISRAEL-BOUND? 
NOBODY SEEMS TO KNOW 


NEW YORK—A war surplus B-17 impounded at Dartmouth 
Field, near Halifax this week furnished a fascinating hush-hush 
mystery in which ordinarily alert public officials indicated no im- 


mediate plans for any sleuthing. 


The bomber landed at Westchester County airport Sunday 


with 10 passengers, loaded 
enough gasoline for a flight to the 
Azores and took off. It landed a 
few hours later with engine 
trouble at the Canadian Field. 

The New York Herald-Tribune 

said the plane was being flown 
to Israel for the Haganah. 
Officials of Israel in New York 
said they knew nothing about 
the mystery ship. 

An Israel spokesman said he 
believed the plane was destined 
for the Irgun but a spokesman at 
the N.Y. office of the American 
League for a Free Palestine, 
chief U.S. Bergson front group 
for the Irgun, said “no comment; 
nothing to say.” 

Lots of Gasoline 

Halifax officials said they had 
impounded the plane temporar- 
ily, pending a ruling from the 
Canadian government at Ottawa. 

~The ship carried a cargo of spare 
airplane parts, a pilot who said 
his name was Irwin R. Schindler 


of Miami, and eight other men. 

Schindler said that the men 
were students of an Overseas Air 
Training Corps. He said it was 
a private flight company. He did 
not explain why he was carrying 
2,500 gallons of gasoline for a 
routine training flight. 

The Civil Aernautics Adminis- 
tration said there were no ap- 
parent violations in the flight. 
New York offices of the State 
Department's division of secur- 
ity and investigations said it 
was all very mysterious and 
that a memorondum would be 
sent to Washington on the mat- 
ter. 

The Herald-Tribune said air- 
port officials were told. that the 
plane was owned by the Overseas 
Air Training Co., of Salina, Kan., 
and operated by World Air Fer- 
ries. But the newspaper said it 
could find neither firm in the

the one-month United Nations 
truce. 

The charge was made by Dr. 
Bernard Joseph, chairman of 
Jerusalem’s Jewish Emergency 
Committee, who said that from 
the start of negotiations with UN 
Mediator Folke Bernadotte, he 
had insisted that the city receive 
normal supplies of fuel and pro- 
visions, 

“TI regret to state that we en- 
countered an unfriendly atti- 
tude on the part of Mr. Bur- 
dett,” Joseph said, adding that 
Burdett “literally fought” all 
efforts to get normal quantities 
of food during the truce month. 

Joseph said that Burdett tried 
to compel Jerusalem authorities 
to accept a restriction of the daily 
diet to an everage of 2,800 cal- 
ories. 

Joseph said he made it clear 
that the UN Truce Commission 
had no right to lay down rules on 
how much the Jer neem Israeli 
should eat. 


Set Up “Free” 
Arab Palestine 


CAIRO—The Arab League an- 
nounced plans this week to estab- 
lish a provisional Palestine ad- 
ministration without any spot for 
the ex-Mufti of Jerusalem. 

The announcement said _ the 
“temporary” civil administration 
for Arab-held areas of Palestine 
would “be extended to the whole 
of Palestine.” 

The administration will con- 
sist of a council with 10 de- 
partments and a president. Sig- 
nificantly, Ahmed Hilmy Posha, 
appointed governor of Jerus- 





alem by King Abdullah of 
Transjordan, will head the 
Council, 


The Arab League announce. 
ment said the new administration 
would keep out of matters of 
high policy which will remain in 
the hands of the League. 

Arab Independence 

The League said it hoped the 
plans would open a new era in 
which Palestinians would “dir- 
ect their own affairs and assume 
the obligations of their independ- 
ence.” 

Wespite these fine words, ob- 
servers noted, the new regime 
plans would not interfere with 
Abdullah’s hopes for annexing 
Arab Palestine to Transjordan, 
Such a move would clear the way 
for a peace treaty with the Is- 
raeli but enrage the other mem- 
bers of the Arab League who 
want spoils.

af the madern system of Hebrew education. Dr. A.M. Wigser, a loca]. 


physician, whose reputation as a Jewish scholar and patron of 
Hebrew culture is known the country over, inquires ,; 

as to the “products and results” after twenty-two 
years of Talmud Torah activity. He asks if some- 
one can furnish a list of 20 graduates produced 
in thése two decades—20 young men and women 
whose Jewish lives reflect the culture and learn- 
ing which they are presumed to have obtained at 
Hebrew School. 

He is answered by Dr. Moses Zalesky, director 
of the Cincinnati Bureau of Jewish Education, who 
assures him that “considerably more than 20 
alumni, graduates and students” satisfactorily fill 
the requirements of an intensive Jewish education. 

The debate is not futile and pointless; many communities in 
the land can engage in similar self-analysis to great advantage, 
Granted that only a small percentage of American Jewish youth 
attends our various institutions of Jewish learning, much less gradu. 
ate, we have a right to inquire how this minority is utilizing the 
training and education which they have been given. After all, the 
success of a school is to be evaluated not in its physical properties 
or in its degree of financial solvency, but in the nature of the human 
material there processed. 





* 

THE AMERIGAN TALMUD TORAH system is out of the swad- 
dling stage; it is at least two decades old, and we should by now 
be able to perceive some of the effects which it may be having on 
Jewish life. To what extent are the products of this system partici. 
pating in community life and activity? How many of the younger 
rabbis, teachers, group and social workers are drawn from the 
ranks of recent Talmud Torah graduates? How many of the 
younger leaders in Zionist, Jewish fraternal, synagogue and center 
work are products of the Jewish schools. A survey would show 
fairly encouraging proportions, I believe, though organized Jewish 
life has not yet learned to place proper value on Jewish education. 
The best pinochle player, the best bowler, the best cocktail mixer. 
still has a better chance to rise to community leadership than the 
man who has studied Hebrew and Jewish history. 

To be sure, it is not the function of the schools to turn out 
only leaders. Thousands of mothers in Israel—and fathers, too— 
are better equipped to raise Jewish families and to instil their 
children with love of Jewish life and values. because of their own 
background. 

é 

BUT THE TALMUD TORAH has the responsibility of expanding 
its influence, Theoretically, the increasing accumulation of alumni 
should be creating a great reservoir of support for the school and 
for Jewish education in general. It is not enough that classes con- 
tinue. Registration and enrollment should be mounting steadily, 
if prior schooling has had any effects on the parents. Dr. Mordecai 
M. Kaplan has pointed out that we have been living on the mo- 
mentum of the education received by our grandparents in Europe; 
if we are to survive as Jews in America we must arrest the pro- 
cess of deceleration, and initiate fresh momentum. Yet we find, in 
some schools at least, an actual decrease in student enrollment. 

If the graduates of ten and 20 years ago are not giving their 
children a Jewish education, then we may weil question the effec. 
tiveness of the whole system on which we have relied so much. 

* 

LAYMEN AND PROFESSIONALS alike should untilize these 
summer months, before the reopening of school, to analyze criti- 
cally and seriously the goals of Jewish education—and the extent 
to which those goals are being reached in their respective commu- 
nities. Case histories of all alumni may prove enlightening. And 
many communities may find, I fear, that they have for years been 
going through all the motions of Jewish education: holding classes, 
paying teachers, buying textbooks, conducting examinations, pay- 
ing off mortgages and presenting diplomas—but have nevertheless 
been standing still all the time. We | need more } selt- criticism.
